Instructions to Editors, 



The Master of the Rolls desires to call the attention of the Editors of 
Calendars to the following considerations, with a view to secure \iniforuiity 
of plan in the important works on which they are engaged : — 

He is anxious to extend, as far as is consistent with proper economy and 
despatch, the utility of the Calendars of State Papers now publishing under 
his control : 1st. As the most efficient means of making the national archives 
accessible to all who arc interested in historical inquiries ; 2nd. As the best 
justification of the liberality and munificence of the Government in throwing 
open these papers to the public, and providing proper catalogues of their 
contents at the national expense. 

The greater number of the readers who will consult and value these woi'ks 
can have little or no opportunity of visiting the Puljlic Record Office, in 
which these papers are deposited. The means for consulting the originals 
must necessarily be limited when readers live at a distance from the metro- 
polis ; still more if they are residents of Scotland, Ireland, distant colonies, 
or foreign states. Even when such an opportunity does exist, the dift-iculty 
of mastering the original hands in which these lepers are written will deter 
many readers from consulting them. Above all, their great variety and 
number must present formidable obstacles to literary inquirers, however 
able, sanguine, and energetic, when the infoimation contained in them is 
not made accessible by satisfactory Calendars. 

The Master of the Rolls considers that, without superseding tl.e necessity 
of consulting the originals, every Editor ought to frame his Calendar in such 
a manner that it shall present, in as condensed a form as possible, a correct 
index of the contents of the papers described in it. He considers that the 
entries should be so minute as to enable the reader to discover not only the 
general contents of the originals, but also what they do not contain. If 
the information be not sufficiently precise, if facts and names bo omitted or 
concealed under a vague and general description, the reader will bo often 
misled, he will assume that where the abstracts are silent as to information 
to be found in the documents, such information does not exist ; or, ho will 
have to examine every original in detail, and thus one groat purpose will 
have been lost for which these CeJendars have been compiled.

A:"; the documents are varions, the i\[aster of the Rolls considers that they 
will demand a corresponding mode of treatment. The following rules are 
to be observed : — 

l.st. All formal and official documents, such as letters of credence, war- 
rants, grants, and the like, should be described as briefly as possible. 

2nd. Letters and documents referring to one subject only should be cata- 
logued as briefly as is consistent with correctness, But when they contain 
miscellaneous news, such a description should be given a.s will enable a 
reader to form an adequate notion of the variety of their contents. 

3rd. Wberever a letter or paper is especially difticiilt to decipher, or the 
allusions more than ordinarily ob.scure, it will be advisable for the Editor to 
adlieic, ns closely as is consistent with brevity, to the text of the document. 
He is to do the sanie when it contains secret or very rare information. 

4tli. Where the Editor has deciphered letters in cipher, the decipher may 
be printed at full length. But when a contemporai'y or authorised decipher 
exists it will be sufficient to treat the cipher as an ordinary document. 

rith. Strikiug peculiarities of expression, proverbs, manners, &c. are to be 
noticed. 

(ith. Original dates are to be given at the close of each entry, that the 
reader may know the exact evidence by which the marginal dates are 
determined. 

7th. Where letters are endorsed by the I'eceivei's and the date of their 
delivery sp^ecified, these endorsements are to be recorded. 

8th. The number of written pages of each document is to be specified, as 
a security for its integrity, and that readers may know what ]n'oportion the 
abstract bears to the original. 

9 th. The language of every document is to be specified. If, however, the 
greater part of the collection be in English, it will be sufficient to denote 
tho.'ic only which are in a difterent tongue. 

10th. Where documents have been printed, a reference should bo given to 
the publication. 

nth. Each series is to be chronological. 

] 2th. The Prefaces of Editors, in explanation of documents in the volume 
are not to exceed fifty pages, unless the written permission of the Master of 
the Eolls to the contrary be obtained.

Bishops of Kildai'e, wei'e from that time seized of the 10 marks 
a year by the hands of William de Vescy, late lord of Kildare, 
and his antecessors, as of the right of their church until the 
said William, when he was justiciary of Ireland on account of 
a contention between him and Nicholas withdrew the rent ; 
that the rent was detained from Nicholas and his church for 
nine years, as well after the lands and tenements of William 
de Vescy came to the K.'s hands as before ; that the rent is 
wont to be levied in this way, to wit, the bailiff of the Bishop 
of Kildare goes to the castle and demands it from the bailiff 
of the castle at the constituted terms, and if he wont pay the 
bishop there is wont to excommunicate the bailiff from day to 
clay until the rent is fully paid. 

The K. to John Wogan, justiciary of Ireland. By inquisition 
lately taken by the justiciary and returned, the K. had learnt 
that William, formerly Earl Marshall, the elder, built the castle 
of Kildare on the soil of the church of Kildare without the 
consent of the Bishop or Chapter of Kildare ; that afterwards 
Ralph, formerly Bishop of Kildare, impleaded Earl WiUiam 
at Dublin of the site of the castle ; and that the earl, in order 
to make peace with Bishop Ralj^h, gave to the bishop and his 
successors 10 marks a year for ever, receivable from the castle 
for its site. As, however, the inquisition makes no mention 
of the form of ]jeace nor of the tenor of the composition made 
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between the earl and bishop, and the K. wishes to be certified 
in order to do justice to the bishop, the K. commands the 
jixsticiary to certify the K. whether the peace was made in tlie 
K.'s court before the K.'s justices or elsewhere without the 
court ; and if the former to certify regarding the record and 
process thereupon held, the tenor of the composition and 
instruments, &c. Lanimn, April 16, 1303. 

On searching the rolls and Memoranda of the Exchequer, 
Dublin, nothing is found of the form of peace made between 
the Earl Marshall and the Bishop of Kildare. The Bishop in 
his proper person being questioned says that it is not necessary 
for him to show any composition but the seisin of his church 
for 74 years in the time of four of his predecessors, namely, 
Ralph, John, Simon, Nicholas, ere the K. had anything in the 
CO. of Kildare, and this he would verify as the court should 
adjudge. {Inq. P.M., 21 Eclw. I., No. 171.] 

Oct. 18. 133. Royal assent to election lately celebrated, in the church of 
Ossory of William Fitz John, canon of that church, as Bishop of 
Ossory. The K. notifies the election to R[ichard], Archbishop of 
Dublin, in order that he may do what depends on him in this matter.

Mandate to John Wogan to cause the castles, vills, manors, 
lands, &c., to be extended by the oaths of good men, and to 
certify thereupon to the K. by Nicholas du Bois and Walter 
de Pederton, and when he had taken seizin to cause them 
to be kept and to answer for the issues at the Exchequer, 
DubUn. John Wogan having taken the extents sent them 
to the K. at Lenton at Easter, a. r.

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500 marks sterling to be carried by John at his cost to the 
Dominican friars at Chester, to wit, one moiety at the feast 
of St. Michael and the other moiety ou the quinzaine of 
Easter, and rendering to the chief lords of the fee the services 
due and accustomed. Warranty by Ralph with power of entry 
to him in case of non-payment of rent. Witnesses, Sir Robert 
de Grey, Robert Barry, Geoffrey de Gresele, William de Scale- 
brok, Richard do Repenteny, Milo de Rochefort, Richard de 
Exeter, William de Clynthons, Nicholas Taaffe, John de 
Hedesore, Thomas de Stanley, John de Kent, Robert le Bretone, 
Ralph le Marshal, William le Walej'S, Rutherfield Pippard, 
morrow of the Apostles Peter and Paul, a. r. 22 [Juno 30, 
1294]. 

Tenor of the quit claim whereby John Pipard remises and 
quit claims to Ralph Pipard all the right and claim which 
he has in the above lands, to which is added Leinster.

FOR THE Invasion of Scotland. 

151. Indenture. In the first place the K. wishes to have from 
Ireland 300 men-at-arms, 400 hoblers, and 2,000 foot soldiers. It 
is next ordered that Nicholas du Bois and Sir Walter de Pederton 
go to Ireland to follow up the business in the following manner:^ 
That is to say, that the justiciary and Treasurer of Ii-eland, in 
company with [Nicholas and Walter], shall speak to the great 
lords of Ireland and provide how these men shall go to Scotland 
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by counsel of the Earl of Ulster, whom the K. intends shall be 
chief thereof; the justiciary and Treasurer, with the said Nicholas 
and Sir Walter, shall have power to respite and release to those 
who owe debts to the K. (provided they come) such sums of money 
as may seem meet to them ; they shall, moreover, to carry out 
the business, provide as much as they can of moneys levied in 
Ireland, as well by the aid of the Pope, as other issues, of the 
country whatsoever ; they shall then assemble and provide shii:)S ; 
and when they shall see that this matter is on a favourable footing 
they shall certify to the K. as quickly as they can. 

And it is ordered that the Earl of Ulster shall have in the 
number of men of Ireland, 100 men-at-arms, 200 hoblers, and 
1,000 foot soldiers, as his own retinue ; but that fifty out of the 
hundred men-at-ai-ms shall be at the Earl's cost for 100 days, as 
Eustace le Poer and Thomas de Mandevile promised to the K. on 
the earl's part at Roxburgh before their departin-e thence. 

Again, it is ordained that the remainder of the men aforesaid 
whom the K. wishes to have, to wit, 200 men-at-arms, 200 hoblers, 
and 1,000 foot soldiers, shall be elected by the great lords and 
others of Ireland, by counsel and advice of the Earl, the justiciary 
and Treasurer, and others of the K.'s Council. 

Moreover, the messengers shall carry with them an indenture 
(whereof the justiciary of Ireland has tiie other part, and a tran- 
script remains in the K.'s wardrobe) of things done, and promises 
made at Roxburgh in the matter aforesaid. 

It is ordained that all the men aforesaid be at Ayr, at Pentecost 
at latest. 

Indorsed. This indenture is made in 3 parts, one whereof is 
given to the Bishop of Chester, another to Nicholas du Bois and to 
Sir Walter de Pederton to carry into Ireland ; and this one is to 
remain in the Wardrobe. Delivered on Nov. 14, a. r. 30 [1302]. 

Message by John de Ockley on behalf of the K. to the Earl of 
Ulster urging him to come to the K.'s service in Scotland. 

Mem. — It is the K.'s will that the men of Ireland arrive in the 
Isle of Arran in the quinzaine of St. John, for the prince, the K.'s 
son, who would be at Carlisle by the feast of St. John, had so 
arranged matters that he wiU be at Newcastle on Ayr before the 
coming of the men of Ireland. 

The payment to be made in Ireland to the men of the Cinque 
Ports shall commence from the day when these men shall arive at 
the port of Dublin. 

If the Earl of Ulster does not come to the K.'s service in Scotland 
the justiciary shall remain in Ii'eland, but anyhow that the K. pay 
the number of men-at-arms, hoblers, and foot solclier.s, according to 
the ordinance already made. 

Mem., that on Wednesday before the month of last Easter, the 
justiciary of Ireland, the Treasurer of the Exchequer, Dublin, and 
the messengers of the K. who came from England, spoke at Drogheda 
with the Earl of Ulster and delivered to him the K.'s writ and the 
letter of the K.'s son ; and prayed him on behalf of the K. to come 
with horses and arms to the K.'s aid in the war of Scotland, and 
for his coming the K. would give him pardon and release of part his 
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debts due to the K. according to the number of men he would 
bring; the carl answered that he would willingly come ; but that 
with less than 100 armoured horses, 100 hoblers, and GOO foot 
soldiers he would not come ; and he said that he would serve with 
oO armoured horses at bis cost, provided that the K. would find 
him passage in coming and going, and would pardon all his debts 
which run in demand against him and bis ancestors until the day 
aforesaid. The debts amount to llfioil. 5s. G^d., as is now found 
at the Exchequer ; besides the account of Ulster and Connaught, 
which is in arrear since a. r. 13 until now. The total of this debt 
cannot be certainly known before the county audit, but it is under- 
stood to be great. Besides this the Eai-1 desires that full pay may 
be found for him for 50 other armoured horses, with Avhom shall be 
three knights, and that full pay shall be found for him for 100 
hoblers and 600 foot soldiers. With less men and in no other way 
will he consent to come. The acquittance of the debts he demands 
under seal of England, and the .50 horses who take pay from the K. 
shall be appraised on this command ; for the justiciary, the Trea- 
surer, and messengers would not dare to make so dear a bargain 
without knowing the K.'s will. The stay of the earl under this 
agreement shall be 100 days, and no more, commencing at the 
octaves of St. John. 

Then follows a list of the magnates and others coming into the 
K.'s service in Scotland, with the forces they propose to provide and 
on what conditions, namely : — John Fitz Thomas, 40 armoured horses, 
40 hoblers, and 200 foot soldiers, to remain 100 days, and to have 
1.50?. out of the service of Ireland; this sum, which was already 
given to him to enclose bis castle among the Irish for the safety of 
the country, and is partly delivered to him to provide victuals for 
his workmen ; 250?. from the Treasury, and release of a debt of 
450?. John Fitz Thomas would not dare to come to the K.'s son 
with fewer men ; the K. finds him passage. 

Peter son of James de Bermingham, 20 armoured horses, 20 
hoblers, and 100 foot soldiers ; to have 200 marks from the Trea- 
sury and release of a debt of 4G0?. ; to remain on the K.'s service so 
long as John Fitz Thomas remains ; the K. finds him passage. 

Thomas de Maundeville, 10 armoured horses, 20 hoblers, and 100 
foot soldiers ; as he owes no debt to the K. he shall take the K.'s 
pay for so many men. The K. finds him passage. 

Walter de Lacy shall come to the K.'s service, or shall send Hugh 
de Lacy if ho is not in health ; 6 or 4 armoured horses, 4 hoblers, to 
have release of debts to the amount of treble of his pay ; the K. 
finds him passage. 

Peter Haket, 1 armoured horse ; to remain at his own cost during 
the time aforesaid ; to have passage and release of 4/. 

Henry Fitz Kery, 2 armoured horses. To have passage and 
releases of 15?. 

Reginald Russel, 10 armoured horses, 16 hoblers, 60 foot soldiers; 
to remain as the others, and have passage and release of debts to 
the amount of treble of his pay, which amounts to 420?. 

As to ships to convey the men-at-arms and supplies, the shipping 
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of Ireland does not amount to a fourth part of what is required ; it 
therefore behoves to cause ships to come from other countries. 

ill I'egard to the aid wliich was granted to the K., it is hoped 
that this will iDe collected between now and the feast of St. Michael, 
as the K. has ordained. This money may be employed on victuals 
or men-at-arms.

Michaelmas, to come before the K., if judgment had been rendered, the record 
and process of a plaint before Simon de Ludgate and his associates, 
late justices of the Common Pleas, Dublin, between Simon de 
Feypo and Theobald de Verdun of that the latter had committed 
waste of the houses, woods, and gardens of Santry, which he held in 
custody of the inheritance of said Simon. 

Pleas at Dublin before John Wogan, justiciary of Ireland, in one 
month of Easter, a. r. 30. 

Pleas at Dublin in the quinzaine of Trinity, a. r. 28, before Simon 
de Ludgate and his associates, justices of the Common Pleas, Dublin. 
Simon de Feypo complains that Theobald de Verdun committed 
waste and destruction of a hall worth 20Z. by permitting it to fall, 
and by carrying away timber ; thence also waste and destruction of 
a chamber worth 20 mai'ks, of a stable worth 10 marks, of a bakery 
worth 10 marks, of a granary worth 10 marks, of another chamber 
worth 20L, of another stable worth 10 marks, of 200 ajjple trees 
worth 20Z., 100 joear trees worth 10?., of 30,000 great ash trees 
worth 200?., 1,000 large alder trees worth 60?. ; whereby Simon is 
damnified to the extent of 2,000?. Theobald comes and defends the 
force and injury, and says that he did not commit the waste where- 
with he is charged ; that he took in the wood there 12 ash trees 
and 12 alder trees, while Simon was in his custody, as he was 
permitted to do ; that he committed no other waste ; and thereupon 
he puts himself upon the country, and Simon the same. 

Wherefore the sheriff is ordered to go to the manor of Santry ; 
cause a jury of ].2 men to come thither, &c., and in presence of the 
parties inquire, &c. 

Pleas before the same on the morrow of St. Martin. The parties 
come, and Theobald by his attorney says that in so arduous an 
affair the inquisition ought to be taken before the justices of the 
Common Pleas and not the .sheriff; and Simon complains that the 
sheriff is a bosom friend of Theobald, in his appal-el and his pay, 
and demands that a proper officer be associated with him to take 
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the inquisition. He is, therefore, ordered to associate with him the 
keepers of the pleas of the Crown of Fingal, and inquire, &c. 

Theobald complained that the sheriff and keepei's had taken the 
inquisition by parties open to suspicion and far from the venue, 
to wit, of Lcinster ; the sheriff was therefore directed to take with 
him^ v/ith consent of the parties, Simon de Ludgate and Thomas de 
Snytery, justices of the Common Pleas, and go to the manor, summon 
a jury, and in presence of the parties, &c., if, &c. 

On the quinzaine of St. Martin the parties come. The sheriff had 
at another time, to wit, at the quinzaine of Michaelmas last past, sent 
the inquisition, which says that after the death of Richard de Fey|jou, 
who holds the manor of Santry in capite of Theobald aforesaid, 
Theobald entered the manor by reason of the minority of Richard, 
son and heir of Richard aforesaid, who was, as it were, in his custody, 
at which time Theobald and his men committed waste in the houses, 
gardens, and woods, to the damage of 100s. This Richard, thus in 
custody of Theobald, died under age. After the death of Richard, 
son and heir of Richard, Simon aforesaid, brother and heir of Richard 
son of Richard, remained in custody of Theobald until his lawful 
age. The jury says upon their oath that Simon was in custody of 
Theobald, and that Theobald and his men committed waste in the 
houses, gardens, and woods which he had in his cnstody of Simon's 
inheritance, to the amount of 62Z. 6s. Sd. Wherefore it is adjudged 
that Simon recover against Theobald the damao-es aforesaid accord- 
ing to the form of the statute in triplicate, and Theobald is amerced 
for the trespass. Order to the sheriff for execution.

Whereas the Pope 
had lately granted to the K. for arduous and urgent affairs one 
moiety of that tenth, the other moiety being reserved in aid of 
the church of Rome, if the Pope should survive the 3 years ; and if 
the Pope should hajjpen to die within the term, or peace should be 
renewed regarding the war touching Sicily, from that time he 
granted that all the residue should be applied to the K.'s use. And 
whereas the K. has learned that William and Guy, on pretext of 
A'ain and frivolous excuses of certain ecclesiastical persons regarding 
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the Pope's death and the revocation of the commission, had super- 
seded the levy and collection of tlie tenth to the K.'s loss ; and 
whereas Master Gerardus de Pecoraria, proctor for collecting the 
tenth, had expressly revoked everything that had been done in this 
matter, as well in England as Ireland. Wherefore the K. (inasmuch 
as the tenth is wholly due to him by virtue of the grant) commands 
William and Guy, by virtue of their allogiancc, to compel all eccle- 
siastical persons of whatsoever dignity in Ireland, by sentences of 
excommunication, suspension, and interdict, and by sequestration of 
their goods, to pay the amount of tenth so in arrear. They shall 
certify to the justiciary of Ireland and the Treasurer and Barons of 
the Exchequer, Dublin, the names of those who do not i^ay, in order 
that they may be proceeded against. Chichester. 

Mandate thereupon to the justiciary and the Treasurer and 
Barons.

Hothum, canon of the church of St. Patrick's, Dublin, and Guy de 
Vikio, parson of the church of Hese, collectors of the tenth in 
Ireland, on pretext of frivolous excuses of certain ecclesiastical 
persons of the death of the Pope, and because Master Gerard de 
Pecoaria (who asserted that he had been appointed by the Pope's 
envoy to collect the said money) revoked the commission made to 
them by the Bishop of London and Master Bartholomew de 
Ferentino, canon of London, principal collectors of the tenth in 
England and Ireland ; and whereas Master Gerard had revoked all 
that had been done in this respect in England and Ireland, as 
appears by a public instrument sent to William and Guy. Where- 
fore the K. commands the Archbishop of Dublin, by ecclesiastical 
censure or otherwise, to be intentive, aiding, and consulting, to 
William and Guy in levying the tenth. If the tenth is not quickly 
levied in the arclibishop's diocese the K. will cause the money to be 
levied out of the archbishop's goods and temporalities.

Trinity. 431. Writ to John Wogan, justiciary of Ireland, or his locum tenens. 
Whereas a plaint before the justiciary without the K.'s writ between 
Geoftrey de Morton,^late Mayor of the city of Dublin, and Richard de 
Beroford, Treasurer of the Exchequer, Dublin, regarding trespasses 
and grievances inflicted on Geoffrey by the Treasurer and Barons, 
and also another plaint of trespasses and grievances inflicted on the 
same by the same, had met with lengthy delay, the K. commands 
the justiciary to proceed to judgment regarding those plaints, and if 
any difficulty should occur ]-egarding them to certify the K. or send 
the record and jjrocess of them before him by the quinzaine of the 
Purification next ensuing.

34, and arraigned of 20 hogsheads of wine 
forfeited to the use of the K., as was said by reason of the unloading 
of 13 hogsheads of wine at Dalkey without prisage being paid there, 
in which ship those 20 hogsheads of wine were, as appears in the 
12th article of Geoft'rey's complaints. 
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In the Treasurer's answer he says that according to the custom of 
those parts all merchants with ships laden with wine passing from 
Dalkcy towards Dublin may discharge the ships of a portion of the 
wines in order to lighten the ships without paying prisage thereupon, 
provided they satisfy the K. for the prisage in Dublin or the pre- 
cinct of its liberty, and he says that satisfaction for the prisage of 
13 hogsheads of wine was made at Karnan within the jDrecinct of 
the liberty of Dublin, and this he prays may be inquired of Man- 
date to John Wogan to inquire in presence of Geoffrey regarding the 
custom and the payment of prisage, and certify to the K. John Wo- 
gan sent the inquisition taken before him at Dubhn on Friday next 
before the feast of St. Andrew the Apostle. The jury says that no 
large ships laden with wines or other merchandise can touch at the 
port of DubUn until they are partly discharged, whereby, according 
to a custom which has hitherto prevailed, shijDS laden with wines 
were wont to touch at Dalkey and there partly discharge, and the 
wines so discharged were wont to be conveyed to the city of Dublin 
in small barks without payment of prisage, and after the discharge 
the ships, with the residue of the wines, were wont to touch at Carnan, 
which is within the precinct of the city, and then the collector of the 
prisage was wont to take it either of the wines left in the ship or 
the wines discharged, whether they were in cellars or not ; provided 
that there should be no sale without licence from the collector of 
prisage. Geoffrey de Morton sold no wines without payment of 
prisage. A day is given to Geoffrej^ in one month of Easter to 
hear judgment as well on the verdict of the Inquisition as his 
leaving in contempt. Mainprise for Geoffrey, as it does not appear 
whether the inquisition was taken in presence of the Treasurer. 
Mandate to the justiciary to certify in the quinzaine of St. Martin, a.r. 
1 Edw. II., on which day the justiciary certified that the inc(uisition 
was taken in the Exchequer of Dublin in the presence of Richard de 
Bereford, the Treasurer, and the Barons of the Exchequer.

The 
jurors Say upon their oath that Geoffrey de Morton did not asport 
the common seal of the city of Dublin against the consent of the 
citizens, but had possession of the seal by delivery of the citizens. 
But John le Sergeant, mayor of that city, hearing that Geoffrey 
was about to depart for England prayed him to let him have tiie 
seal. Geoffrey answered that he would willingly do so ; but this 
he forgot, and departing for England he left the seal in care of his 
wife. Subsequently the mayor and citizens, wishing to have the 
seal in order to seal some letters with which they wished to send 
Roger de Ashbourne into England [certifying that no suit made 
by Geoffrey was by the will or assent of the citizens], went to 
Geoffrey's wife, and the mayor aforesaid for the citizens prayed 
for the delivery of the seal. As she was told that the mayor and 
citizens wanted to send some letters against her husband which 
would be very hurtful to him, she said that she had not the seal ; 
and so Geoffrey from this cause was hindered for a long time ; so 
that the citizens who had previously agreed with him [Roger de 
Ashbourne] for the expedition for 20 marks could not induce him 
to cross over unless they gave him 50 marks. And so the citizens 
suffered this damage by detention of the seal. [Coram Rege, 
Edw. L, Ifo. 188, Eot. 55.]

As far back as the year 1800, a Committee of the House of Oommons reoom- 
mended that Indexes and Calendars should be made to the Public Records and 
thirty-six years afterwards another Committee of the House of Commons reite- 
rated that recommendation in more forcible words ; but it was not until the 
incorporation of the State Paper OfEce with the Public Record Office that the 
iHastcr of the Rolls found himself in a position to take the necessary steps for 
carrying out the wishes of the House of Commons. 

On 7 December 1855, he stated to the Lords of the Treasury that althoncrh 
" the Records, State Papers, and Documents in his charge constitute the most 
" complete and perfect series of their kind in the civilized world," and although 
" they are of the greatest value in a historical and constitutional point of vicTr 
" yet they are comparatively useless to the public, from the want of proper 
" Calendars and Indexes." Acting upon the recommendations of the Com- 
mittees of the House of Commons above referred to, he suggested to the Lords 
of the Treasury that to effect the object he had in view it would be necessaiy for 
him to employ a few Persons fully qualified to perform the work which he con- 
templated. 

Their Lordships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared and 
printed, and empowered the Master of the Rolls to take such steps as might be 
necessary for this purpose.

Ou 25 July 1822, the Houao of Commons presented an address to the Crown, 
stating that the editions of the works of our ancient historians were inconvenient 
and defective ; that many of their writings still remained in manuscript, and, in 
some cases, in a single copy only. They added, "that an uniform and con- 
" venient edition of the whole, published under His Majesty's royal sanction, 
" would be an undertaking honourable to His Majesty's reign, and conducive to 
" the advancement of historical and constitutional knowledge ; that the House 
" therefore humbly besought His Majesty, that He would be graciously pleased 
" to give such directions as His Majesty, in His wisdom, might think fit, for 
" the publication of a complete edition of the ancient historians of this realm, 
" and assui'ed His Majesty that whatever expense might be necessary for this 
" purpose would be made good." 

The Master of the Rolls, being very desirous that effect should be given to the 
resolution of the House of Commons, submitted to Her Majesty's Treasury in 
1857 a plan for the publication of the ancient chronicles and memorials of the 
United Kingdom, and it was adopted accordingly. In selecting these works, it 
was considered right, in the first instance, to give preference to those of which 
the manuscripts were unique, or the materials of which would help to fill up 
blanks in English history for which no satisfactory and authentic information 
hitherto existed in any accessible form. One great object the Master of the Rolls 
had in view was to form a corpiis Idstorictini within reasonable limits, and which 
should be as complete as possible. In a subject of so vast a range, it was im- 
portant that the historical student should be able to select such volumes as 
conformed with his own peculiar tastes and studies, and not be put to the expense 
of purchasing the whole collection; an inconvenience inseparable from any other 
plan than that which has been in this instance adopted. 

Of the Chronicles and Memorials, the following volumes have been published. 
They embrace the period from the earliest time of British history down to the 
end of the reign of Henry VII. 



The Chkonicle or England, by Joun Capgbave. Edited hy the Rev. E. C. 
HiNGESiON, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1858. 

Capgrave was prior of Lynn, in Norfolk, and provincial of the order of the 
Friars Hermits of England shortly hefore the year 1 464. His Chronicle extends 
from the creation of the world to the year 1417. As a record of the language 
spoken in Norfolk (being written in English), it is of considerable value. 

Chronicon Monasieeii de Abingdon. Vols. I. and II. Edited hy the Rov. 
JotSPH Stevenson, M.A., of University College, Durham, and Vicar of 
Leighton Buzzard. 1858. 

This Chronicle traces the history of the great Benedictine monastery of 
Abingdon in Berkshire, from its foundation by King laa of Wessex, to the 
reign of Richard I., shortly after which period the present narrative was dra-nn 
up by an inmate of the esta'oliehment. The author had access to the title-deeds 
of the house; and incorporates into his history various charters of the Saxon 
king?, of great impoitanee as illustrating not only the history of the locality 
but that of the kingdom. The work is printed for the first time.

The first is a poem in Norman l>ench, containing 4,686 lines, addressed to 
Alianor, Queen of Henry III., probably written in 1245, on the restoration of 
the church of Westminster. Nothing is known of the author. The second is 
an anonymous poem, containing 536 lines, written between 1440 and 1450, by 
command of Henry VI., to whom it is dedicated. It does not throw any- 
new light on the reign of Edward the Confessor, but is -valuable as a specimen 
of the Latin poetry of the time. The third, also by an anonymous author, -was 
apparently written for Queen Edith, between 1066 and 1074, during the pressure 
of the suffering brought on the Saxons by the Norman conquest. It notices 
many facts not found in other writers, and some which diiJer considerably irom 
the usual accounts.

The first volume contains original materials for the history of the settlement 
of the order of Saint Francis in England, the letters of Adam de Marisco, and 
other papers connected with the foundation and diffusion of this great body. It 
was the aim of the editor to collect whatever historical information could be 
found in this country, towards illustrating a period of the national history for 
which only scanty materials exist. None of these have been before printed. 
The second volume contains materials found, since the first volume -was 
published, among the MSS. of Sir Charles Isham, aud in various libraries. 

5. Fasciculi Zizaniorum Magistiu Johaksis WYCLiif cum Teitico. Ascribed 

to Thomas Nettek, of Waldbn, Provincial of the Carmelite Order in 

England, and Confessor to King Henry the Fifth. Edited hy the Rev. W. 

W. Shirley, M.A., Tutor and late Fellow of Wadbam College, Oxford. 

1858. 

This work derives its principal value from being the only contemporaneous 
account of the rise of the Lollards. When written, the disputes of the school- 
men had been estended to the field of theology, and they appear both in the 
writings of Wycliff and in those of his adversarie,?. Wycliff 's little bundles 
of tares are not less metaphysical than theological, and the conflict between 
Nominalists aud Realists rages side by side with the conflict between the different 
interpreters of Scripture. The work gives a good idea of the controversies at 
the end of the 14th and the beginning of the 15th centuries. 

6. The Buik of the Ceoniolis oe Scotland ; or, A Metrical Version of the 

History of Hector Boece ; by William Ste-staht. Vols. I., II., and 
III. Edited lyW. B. Turnbull, Esq., of Lincoln's Inn, Barrister-at-Law, 
1858. 

This is a metrical translation of a Latin Prose Chronicle, written in the first 
half of the 16th century. The narrative begins with the earliest legends and 
ends with the death of James I. of Scotland, and the " evil endin,^ of the 
traitors that slew him." Strict accuracy of statement is not to be looked for; 
butthe stories of the colonization of Spain, Ireland, and Scotland are interesting 
if not true; and the chronicle reflects the manners, sentiments, and character 
of the age in which it was composed. The peculiarities of .the Scottish dialect 
are well illustrated in this version, and the student of language will find amjile 
materials for comparison with the English dialects of the same period, and with 
modern lowland Scotch. 
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'. JoHANNis Cabgrave Liber de Illustribus Henriois. Edited hy the Eev. F. 0. 
HiNGESTON, M.A., of Exotei- College, Oxford. 1858. 

Tliis -work is dcdicattd to Henry VI. of England, who appears to Iiave been, in 
the author's estimation, the greatest of all the Henries. Jt is divided into three 
parts, each having a separate dedication. The first part relates only to the history 
of the Empire, from the election of Henry I., the Fowler, to the end of the 
reign of the Emperor Henry VI. The second part is devoted to English 
history, from the accession of Henry 1. in ] 100, to 1446, which was the twenty- 
fourth year of the reign of Henry VI. The third part contains the lives of 
illustrious men who have borne the name of Henry in various parts of the world. 
Capgrave was born in 1393, in the reign of Ivichard II., and lived during the 
Wars of the Roses, for which period his work is of some value. 

8. HiSTOBIA MONASTEBII S. AuGUSTINI Cantuabiensis, by Thomas oif Elmham, 
formerly Monk and Treasurer of that Foundation. JEdited, hy Charles Habd- 
■WICK, M.A., Fellow of St. Catharine's Hall, and Christian Advocate in the 
University of Cambridge. 1858. 

This history extends fi-om the arrival of St. Augustine in Kent until 1191. 
Prefixed is a chronology as far as 1418, which shows in outline what was to have 
been the character of the A\ork when completed. The only copy known is in the 
possession of Trinity Hall, Cambridge. The author was connected with Korfolk, 
and most probably with Elmham, "whence he derived his name. 

9. EiTLOGiUM (HiSTOBiABUM siVE Tempoeis) : Cnronicou ub Orbe condito usque ad 
Annum Domini 1366 ; a Monacho quodam Malmesbiriensi exaratum. Vols. 
I., II., and III. iVHteZkyF. S. Haybon, Esq., B.A. 1858-1863. 

This is a Latin Chronicle extending from the Creation to the latter part of the 
reign of Edward III., and written by a monk of the Abbey of Malmesbury, in 
Wiltshire, about the year 1367. A continuation, carrying the history of England 
down to the year 1413, was added in the former half of the fifteenth century by 
an author whose name is not known. The original Chronicle is divided into 
five books, and contains a history of the world generally, but more especially 
of England to the year 1366. The continuation extends the hi.'itory down to 
the coronation of Henry V. The Eulogiuni itself is chiefly valuable as coutain- 
mg a history, by a contemporary, of the period between 1356 and 1366. The 
notices of events appear to have been written very .^oon after their occurrence. 
Among other interesting matter, the Chronicle contains a diary of the Poitiers 
campaign, evidently furnished by some person who accompanied the army of the 
Black Prince. The continuation of the Chronicle is also the work of a contem- 
porary, and gives a very interesting account of the reigns of Eichard II. and 
Henry IV. It is believed to be the earliest authority for the statement that the 
latter monarch died in the Jerusalem Chamber at Westminster. 

10. Memoeiais or Henky the Seventh : Bernardi Andi-eas Tholosatis Vita Regis 
Henrici Septimi; necnon aliaquEedam ad eundem Regem spectantia. Edited 
hy James Gaibdnee, Esq. 1858. 

The contents of this volume arc — (1) a life of Henry VII., by his poet 
laureate and historiographer, Bernard Andre, of Toulouse, with some composi- 
tions in verse, of which he is supposed to have been the author ; (2) the journals 
of Koger Machado during certain embassies on which he was sent by Henry VII. 
to Spain and Brittany, the first of which had reference to the marriage of the 
King's son, Arthur, with Catharine of Arragon ; (3) two curious reports by 
envoys sent to Spain in 1505 touching the succession to the Crown of Castile, 
and a project of marriage between Henry VII. and the Queen of Naples ; 
and (4) an account of Philip of Castile's reception in England in 1506. Other 
documents of interest are given in an appendix. 

11. Memoeials oe Heney the Fifth. I. — Vita Henrici Quinti, Roberto Eedmanno 

auctore. II. — Versus Ebythmici in laudem Regis Henrici Quinti. III. 

Elrahami Liber Metricus de Henrico V. Edited ij/ Charles A. Cole, Esq. 
1858. 

This volume contains three treatises which more or less illustrate the history of 
the reign of Henry V., viz.: A Life by Robert Redman ; a Metrical Chronicle by 
Thomas Elmham, prior of Lenton, a contemporary author ; Versus Ehythmici 
written apparently by a monk of Westminster Abbey, who was also a contempo- 
rary of Henry V. These works are printed for the first time. 
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12. MuNiMENiA GiLDHALL^ LoNDONiENSis ; Liber Albus, Liber Custumarum, et 
Liber Horn, in archivis Gildhallee asservati. Vol. I., Liber Albus. Vol. II. 
(m Two Parts), Liber Custumarum. Vol. III., Translation of the Anglo- 
Norman Passages in Liber Albus, Glossaries, Appendices, and Index. Edited 
hi/ Henky TnoiiAs Riley, Esq., M.A., Barrister-at-Law. 1859-1862. 

The maauscript of the Liber Albus, compiled by John Carpenter, Common 
Clerk of the City of LondoQ in the year 1419, a large folio volume, is pre- 
served in the llecord lloom of the City of London. It gives an account of 
the laws, regulations, and institutions of that City in the 12th, 13th, 14th, 
and early part of the 15th centuries. The Liber Custumarum was compiled 
probably by various hands in the early part of the 14th century during the 
reign of Edward II. The manuscript, a folio volume, is also preserved in 
the Record Room of the City of London, though some portion in its original 
state, borrowed from the City in the reign of Queen Elizabeth and never 
returned, forms part of the Cottoniin iMS. Claudius D. II. in the British 
Museum. It also gives an account of the laws, regulations, and institutioDB 
of the City of London in the 12lh, 13th, and early part of the 14th centuries. 

13. Chronica JoHANKis DE OxENEDES. iJchVec? It/ Sir Hekry Ellis, K.H. 18S9. 

Although this Chronicle tells of the arrival of Ilengist and Ilorsa in England 
in 449, yet it substantially begins with the reign of King Alfred, and comes 
down to 1292, where it ends abruptly. The history is particularly valuable 
for notices of events in the eastern portions of the kingdom, not to be 
elsewhere obtained. Some curious facts are mentioned relative to the floods in 
that part of England, which are confirmed in the Friesland Chronicle of 
Anthony Heiurich, pastor of the Island of Mohr. 

14. A Collection of Political Poems and Songs belating to English Histokv, 
FROM THE Accession of Edward III. to the Eeign of Henry VIII. Vols. I. 
and II. iJiJiteaj/THOMAS Weight, Esq., M. A. 1869-1861. 

These Poems are perhaps the most interesting of all the liisforical writings of 
the period, though they cannot be relied on for accuracy of statement. They 
are various in character ; some are upon religious subjects, some may be called 
satires, and some give no more than a court scandal ; but as a whole they pre- 
sent a very fair picture of society, and of the relations of the diiferent classes 
to one another. The period comprised is in itself interesting, and brings us 
through the decline of the feudal system, to the beginning of our modein 
history. The songs in old English are of considerable value to the philologist. 

15. The " Opus Tertium," " Opus Minus," &c., of Roger Bacon. Edited hy J. S. 
Brewer, M.A., Professor of Ensjlish Literature, King's College, London. 
1859. 

This is the celebrated treatise — never before printed — so frequently referred 
to by the great philosopher in his works. It contains the fullest details we 
possess of the life and labours of Roger Bacon : also a fragment by the same 
author, supposed to be unique, the " Compendium Studii Theoloyice ." 

16. BiETnOLOMjEI DE CoTTON, MoNACHI NoRTVlCFNSIS, HiSIORIA AkGLICANA; 449- 

1298 : necnou cjusdcm Liber dc Archicpiscopis ct Episcopis Anglia\ Edited 
hy Henry Richards Luaed, M.A., Eellow and Assistant Tutor of Trinity 
College, Cambridge. 1859. 

The author, a monk of Norwich, has here given us a Chronicle of Englaud 
from the arrival of the Saxons in 449 to the year 129S, in or about which year 
it appears that he died. The latter portion of this history (the whole of the 
reign of Edward I. more especially) is of great value, as the writer was con- 
temporary with the events which he records. An Appendix contains several 
illustrative documents connected with the previous narrative. 

17. Brut y Tywysogion ; or, The Chronicle of the Princes of Wales. Edited hy 
the Rev. John Williams ab Ithel, M.A. 1860. 

This work, also known as " The Chronicle of thePrinces of Wales," has 
been attributed to Caradoc of Llancarvan, who flourished about the middle of 
the twelfth century. It is written in the ancient Welsh language, begins with 
the abdication and death of Caedwala at Rome, in the year C81, and continues 
the history down to the subjugation of Wales by Edward I., about the jear 12f2. 
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18. A Collection or Royal and Histokical Letters during the Reign of 

Heney IV. 1399-1404. Edited hy the Eev. F. 0. Hingeston, M.A., of 
Exoter College, Oxford. 1860. 

This volume, like all the others lu the series containing a miscellaneous selec- 
tion of letters, is valuable on account of the light it throws upon biographical 
history, and the familiar view it presents of characters, manners, and events. 
The period requires much elucidation ; to which it will materially contribute. 

19. The Repeessoe of over much Blaming of the Clergy. By Reginald 
Pecock, sometime Bishop of Chichester. Vols. I. and II. Edited by 
Churchill Babington, B.D., Fellow of St. John's College, Cambridge. 
1860. 

The " Repressor " maj' be considered the earliest piece of good theological dis- 
quisition of which our English prose literature can boast. The author was born 
about the end of the fourteenth century, consecrated Bishop of St. Asaph in 
the year 1444, and translated to the see of Chichester in 1450. While Bishop of 
St. Asaph, he zealously defended his brother prelates from the attacks of those 
who censured the bishops for their neglect of duty. He maintained that it was no 
part of a bishop's functions to appear in the pulpit, and that his time might be 
more profitably spent, and his dignity better maintained, in the performance of 
works of a higher character. Among those who thought differently were the 
Lollards, and against their general doctrines the "Repressor" is directed. Pecock 
took up a position midway between that of the Roman Church and that of the 
modern Anglican Church ; but his work is interesting chiefly because it gives a 
full account of the views of the Lollards and of the arguments by which they were 
supported, and because it assists us to ascertain the state of feeling which ulti- 
mately led to the Reformation. Apart from religious matters, the light thrown upon 
contemporaneous history is very small, but the " Repressor " has great value 
for the philologist, as it tells us what were the characteristics of the language in 
use among the cultivated Englishmen of the fifteenth century. Pecock, though 
an opponent of the Lollards, showed a certain spirit of toleration, for which he 
received, towards the end of his life, the usual mediasval reward — persecution. 

20. Aunales Cambrlb. Edited bij the Rev. John Williams ab Ithel, M.A. 

1860. 

These annals, which are in Latin, commence in 447, and come down 
to 1288. The earlier portion appears to be taken from an Irish Chronicle, 
used bj- Ti'^ernach, and by the compiler of the Annals of Ulster. During its first 
century it contains scarcely anything relating to Britain, the earliest direct 
concurrence with English history is relative to the mission of Augustine. 
Its notices throughout, though brief, are valuable. The annals were probably 
written at St. Davids, by Blegewryd, Archdeacon of Llandafif, the most learned 
man in his day in all Cymru. 

21 The Works of Giealeus Cambeensis. Vols. I., II., III., and IV. Edited 
' l« J S. Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Litera,tnre, King's College, 
London'. Vols. V., VI., and VII. Edited hy the Rev. James P. Dimock, 
M.A., Rector of Barnburgh, TorkshirB> 1861-1877. 

These volumes contain the historical works of Gerald du Barry, who lived 
in the reigns of Henry II., Richard 1., and John, and attempted to re-establish, 
the independence of AVales by restoring the see of St. Davids to its ancient 
primacy. His works are of a very miscellaneous nature, both in prose and 
verse, and are remarkable chiefly for the racy and original anecdotes which 
they contain relating to contemporaries. He is the only Welsh writer of any 
importance who has contributed so much to the medieval literature of this 
country, or assumed, in consequence of his nationality, so free and independent 
a tone. ' His frequent travels in Italy, in Prance, in Ireland, and in Wales, gave 
him opportunities for observation which did not generally fall to the lot of medijeval 
writers in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries, aud'of these observations Giraldus 
has made due use. Only extracts from these treatises have been printed before, 
and almost all of them are taken from unique manuscripts. 
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The T opo^'rapliiii lliberaica (in Vol. V.) is the result of Giraldus' two visits to 
Ireland. The first in 1183, the second in 1185-6, when he accompanied 
Prince John into that country. Curious as this treatise is, Mr. Dimock is of 
opinion that it ought not to be accepted as sober truthful history, for Giraldua 
himself states that truth was not his main object, and that he compiled the work 
for the purpose of sounding the praises of Henry the Second. Elsewhere, how- 
ever, he declares that he had stated nothing in the Topographia of the truth of 
which he was not well assured, either by his own eyesight or by the testimony, 
with all diligence elicited, of the most trustworthy and authentic men in frhe 
country ; that though he did not put just the same full faith in their reports as 
in what he had himself seen, yet, as they only related what they had themselves 
seen, he could not but believe such credible witnesses. Avery interesting portion 
of this treatise is devoted to the animals of Ireland. It shows that he was a very 
accurate and acute observer, and his descriptions are given in a way that a 
scientific naturalist of the present day could hardly improve upon. The Expug- 
natio Hiberniea was written about 1188 and may be regarded rather as a 
groat epic than a sober relation of acts occurring in his own days. No one can 
peruse it without coming to the conclusion that it is rather a poetical fiction 
than a prosaic truthful history. Vol. VI. contains the Itinerarium Kambrias 
et Oescriptio Kambrias: and Vol. VII., the lives of S. Re migius and 
S. Hugh. 
22. Letters and Paters illustrative of the Waks op the English in rBANCB 

DURIMG THE Ruiax OF HeSRY THE SiXTH, KlNO OF ENGLAND. Vol. I., and 

Vol. II. (ill Two Parts). Edited hi/ the Rov. Joseph Stevenson, M.A., of 
University College, Darham, and Vicar of Leighton Buzzard. 1861-1864. 

These letters and papers are derived chiefly from originals or contemporary 
copies extant in the Bibliotheque Imperiale, and the Depot des Archives, in 
Paris. They illustrate the policy adopted by John Duke of Bedford and 
his successors during their government of Normandy, and other provinces of 
France acquired by Henry V. Here may be traced, step by step, the gradual 
declension of the English power, until we are prepared for its final overthrow. 

23. The Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, according to the setesal Original Autho. 
aiTiES. Vol. I., Original Texts. Vol. II., Translation. Edited and trans- 
lated by Benjamin Thokpb, Esq., Member of the Boyal Academy of 
Sciences at Munich, and of the Society of Netherlandish Literature at 
Leyden. 18(51. 

This Chronicle, extending from the earliest history of Britain to 11 54, is 
justly the boast of England; no other nation can produce any history, 
written in its own vernacular, at all approaching it, in antiquity, truthful- 
ness, or extent, the historical books of the Bible alone excepted. There are at 
present six independent manuscripts of the Saxon Chronicle, ending in different 
vears and written in different parts of the country. In this edition, the text 
of each manuscript is printed in columns on the same page, so that the student 
may see at a glance the various changes which occur in orthography, whether 
arising from locality or age. 
21 Lettf.rs and Papers illustrative of the Beigns op Eichakd III. and 
Henry VII. Vols. I. and II. Edited hy James G-aiedner, Esq. 1861- 

The Papers are derived from MSS. in the Public Record Office, the British 

Museum, and other repositories. The period to which they refer is unusually 

destitute of chronicles and other sources of historical information, so that the 

light obtained from them is of special importance. The principal contents 

of the volumes are some diplomatic Papers of Richard III. ; correspondence 

between Henry VII. and Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain ; documents relating 

to Edmund de la Pole, Earl of Suffolk; and a portion of the correspondence 

of .lames IV. of Scotland. 

25 Letters of Bishop G-eosseteste, illnstrative of the Social Condition of his 

Time. Edited hy Henry Bichakds Luard, M.A., Eellow and AssiBtant 

Tutor of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1861. 

The Letters of Robert Grosseteste (1 3 1 in number) are here collected from va rious 
sources, and a large portion of them is printed for the first time. They rnn^e in 
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date from about 1210 to 1253, and relate to various matters couuti;ttd uotoBly 
>fith the political history of England during the reign of Henry III., but with 
its ecclesiastical condition. They refer especially to the diocese of Lincoln, of 
which Grosseteste was bishop. 

-■13. DbsCHIPIIVE OiTALOanE oh MiNUSCRIPTS RBLAIIN& TO THE HiSTOKT OP GrEAT 

BiuiiiN AND Ireland. Vol. I. (in Two Parts) ; Anterior to the Norman 
Invasion. Vol. II. ; 1066-1200. Vol. III. ; 1200-1327. By Sir Thomas 
DuMus HAnor, D.G.L., Deputy Keeper of the Public Records. 1862-1871. 
The object of this work is to publish notices ot all known sources ol British 
history, both printed and unprinted, in one continued sequence. The materials, 
when historical (as distinguished from biographical), are arranged under the 
year in which the latest event is recorded in the chronicle or history, and not 
under the period in which its author, real or supposed, flourished. Biographies 
are enumerated under the year in which the person commemorated died, and not 
under the year in which the life was written. This arrangement has two 
advantages ; the materials for any given period may be seen at a glance ; and 
if the reader knows the time when an author wrote, and the number of years 
that had elapsed between the date of the events and the time thewriterflourished, 
he will generally be enabled to form a fair estimate of the comparative value of 
the narrative itself. A brief analysis of each work has been added when deserving 
it, in which original portions are distinguished from mere compilations. If 
possible, the sources are indicated from which compilations have been 
derived. A biographical sketch of the author of each piece has been added, and 
a brief notice of such British authors as have written or historical subjects. 

27. Royal and other Historical Letters iilustratite of the Rei&n op Henry 
III. Vol. I., 1216-1235. Vol. II., 1236-1272. Selected and edited hy the 
Rev. "W. W. Shirley, D.D., Regius Professor in Ecclesiastical History, and 
Oanon of Christ Church, Oxford. 1862-1866. 

The letters contained in these volumes are derived chiefly from the ancient 
correspondence formerly in the Tower of London, and now in the Public Record 
OfBce. They illustrate the political history of England during the growth of 
its liberties, and throw considerable light upon the personal history of Simon de 
Montfort. The affairs of France form the subject of many of them, especially 
in regard to the province of Gascony. The entire collection consists of nearly 
700 documents, the greater portion of which is printed for the first time.

VII. in the Amndel Collection in the College 
of Arms, Loudon, a manuscript of the fifteenth century, collated with MS. 
13 E. rX. in the King's Library in the British Museum, and MS. VII. in the 
Parker Collection of Manuscripts at Corpus Christi College, Cambridge. 
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In the 3rd volume is a Chronicle of English History, attributed to William 
liishanger, who lived in the reign of Edward I., from the Cotton. MS. 
Faustina B. IX. in the British Museum, collated with MS. 14 C. VII. 
(fols. 219-231) in the King's Library, British Museum, and the Cotton MS. 
Claudius E. III., fols. 30C-331: an account of transactions attending the 
award of the kingdom of Scotland to John Balliol, 1291-1292, from MS 
Cotton. Claudius D. VI., also attributed to William Rishanger, but on 
no sufficient ground: a short Chronicle of English History, 1292 to 1300, 
by an unknown hand, from .MS. Cotton. Claudius D. VI. : a short Chronicle 
Willelmi Kishanger Gesta Edwardi I'rimi, Regis Angliaj, from MS. 14 C. I. 
in the Royal Library, and MS. Cotton. Claudius I). V]., with Annales Eegum 
Angline, probably by the same hand: and fragments of three Chronicles of 
English History, 1285 to 1307. 

In the 4th volume is a Chronicle of English History, 1259 to 1296, 
from MS. Cotton. Claudius I). VI, : Annals of Edward II., 1307 to 1823, by 
John de Trokelowe, a monk of St. Albans, and a continuation of Trokelowc's 
Annals, 1323, 1324, by Henry de Blaneforde, both from MS. Cotton. Claudius 
D. VI. : a full Chronicle of English History, 1392 to 1406, from MS. VII. in 
the Library of Corpus Christ! College, Cambridge; and an account of the 
Benefactors of St. Albans, written in the early part of the 1 5th century from 
MS. VI. in the same Library. 

The 5th, 6th, and 7th volumes contain a history of the Abbots of 
St. Albans, 793 to 1411, mainly compiled by Thomas Walsingham, from 
MS. Cotton. Claudius E. IV., in the British Museum : with a Con- 
tinuation, from the closing pages of Parker MS. VII., in the Library of 
Corpus Christ! College, Cambridge. 

The 8th and 9th volumes, in continuation of ,the Annals, contain a 
Chronicle, probably by John Amundesham, a monk of St. Albans. 

The loth and 11th volumes relate especially to the acts and proceedings 
of Abbots Whethamstede, Albon, and Wallingford, and may be considered as a 
memorial of the chief historical and domestic events during those periods. 

The 12th volume contains a compendious History of England to the reign 
of Henry v., and of Normandy in early times, also by Thomas Walsingham, 
and dedicated to Henry V. The compiler has often substituted other authorities 
in place of those consulted in the preparation of his larger work.

Its chief feature is 
an autobiography, which makes us acquainted with the inner daily life of a 
great abbey, such as but rarely has been recorded. Interspersed are many 
notices of general, personal, and local history which will be read with much 
interest. This work exists in a single MS,, and is for the first time printed. 

30 BiCABDi DE Cieencesteia Speculum Histoeiale de Gestis Eegum Angii^. 

Vol. I., 447-871. Vol. II., 872-1066. Edited hy John E. B. Mayor, M.A., 

Fellow of St. John's College, Cambridge. 1863-1869. 

The compiler, Richard of Cirencester, was a monk of Westminster, 1355- 
1400. In 1391 he ohtamed a licence to make a pilgrimage to Rome. His 
history, in four books, extends from 447 to 1066. He announces his intention 
of continuing it, but there is no evidence that he completed any mora This 
chronicle gives many charters in favour of Westmin.ster Abbey, and a very full 
account of the lives and miracles of the saints, especially of Edward the Con- 
fessor, whose reign occupies the fourth book. A treatise on the Coronation, iiy 
William of Sudbury, a monk of Westminster, fills book iii. 0.3. It was on this 
author that C. J.Bertram fathered his forgery, De Silu Brittania, in 1747. 

31. Tear Boors of the Reign of Edward the Fiest. Tears 20-21, 21-22, 
30-31, 32-33, and 33-35 Bdw. I.; and 11-12 Bdw. III. Ediied and trans. 
IrttM hy Alfred .Tohn HoRWOon, Esq., of the Middle Temple, Barrieter. 
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afc-Law. Years 12-13 JidwarJ III. EdUod and translatod hij Luke OwliN 
■fiKt), Siq., AI.A., of Liaoolu's luu, BaiTister-at-Law. 1863-1886. 

The volume.s known as the " Year Books" contain reports in Nornian-Frcnch 
of Cases argued and decided in the Courts of Common Law. They may be col- 
sidered to a great extent as the "lex non scripta" of England, held in the 
highest veneration by the ancient sages of the law, and received Ly thtm as 
the repositories of the lirst recorded judgments aud dicta oi the great legal 
luiiiiuaries of past ages. They are also worthy of attention on account of the 
liistorical infurmatiun and the notices of public and private persons which they 
contain, as well as the light which they throw on ancient manners and customs. 

32. NAilKiTIVES OF THE EXPULSION OP THE ENGLISH PKOM NOEMAKBY 1449-1450. 

— Kobertas BlondelU de Reduotione Normannias : Le Keoouvrement de 
Normeudie, par Berry, Herault du Eoy ; Conferences between the Ambas- 
sadors of France and England. Edited, from MSS. in the I'niperial Library 
at Paris, by the Eev. Joseph Stevenson, M.A., of University Ooiiege, 
Durham. 1863. 

This volume contains the narrative of an eye-witness who details with con- 
siderable power and minuteness the circumstances which attended the final ex- 
pulsion of the English from Normandy in 1450. Commencing with the infringed 
ment of the truce by the capture of Fougcres, and ending with the battle of 
Formigny and the embarkation of the Duke of Somerset. The period en- 
braced is less than two years. 

S3. HiSIOMA ET CAKinLABIUM MoNASIERII S. PeIEI GL0UCESIM.a!. Vols. I.,!!., 

and III. Edited 61/ W. H. Hahi, Esq., F.S.A., Membre corrcspondant de 
la Sooiete des Autiquaires de Normandie. 1863-1867. 

This work consists of two parts, the History and the Cartulary of the Monastery 
of St. Peter, Gloucester. The history furnishes an account of the monastery 
from its foundation, in the year 681, to the early part of the reign of Kichard IJ., 
together with a calendar of donations and benefactions. It treats principally of 
the affairs of the monastery, but occasionally matters of general history arc 
introduced. Its authorship has generally been assigned to Walter Froucci-ter 
the twentieth abbot, but M'ithout any foundation. 

34, Alexanebi Neckam be Naiueis Eekem libei buo ; ^v ith Neckam's Poeit, 
De Laudibus DiviNjE SapientI/E. Edited hi/ Thomas Wbighi, Esq.. II. .A. 
1863. 

Neckam was a man v/ho devoted himself to science, such as it was in the 
twelfth century. In the " De Naturis Eerum " are to le found what may bo 
called the rudiments of many sciences mixed up with muc*! error and ignorance. 
Neckam was not thought infaUible, even by his contemporaries, for Eoger Bacon 
remarks of him," this Alexander in many things wrote what was true and useful ; 
'• but he neither can nor ought by just title to be reckoned among authorities." 
Neckam, however, had suiBcient independence of thought to differ from sonic 
of the schoolmen who in his time considered themselves the only judges of litera- 
ture. He had his own views in morals, and in giving us a glimpse of them, as 
well as of his other opinions, he throws much light upon the manners, customs, 
and general tone of thought prevalent in She twelfth century. The poem entitled 
" De Laudibus Divine Sapientite" appears to be a metrical paraphrase or 
abridgment of the " De Naturis Rerum." It is written in the elegiac metre, 
and thoun'h there are many lines which violate classical rules, it is, as a whole 
above the ordinary standard of medieval Latin. 
35 L-EECHDOMS, WoETCTJKKlNG, AND Staeceaet or Bakly ENGLAND ; being a Col- 
lection of Documents illii strafing the History of Science in this Country 
before the Norman Conquest. Vols. I, , II., and III. ColUcted and edited 
5y the Rev. T. Os-n-ALD Cockayne, M.A., of St. John's College, Cambridge, 
1864-1866. 

This work illustrates not only the history of science, but the history of super- 
stition. In addition to the information bearing directly upon the medical skill 
and medical faith of the times, (here are many passages which incidentally throw- 
light upon the general mode of life and ordinary diet. The volumes are interesting 
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not only iu tneir scientific, but also in their social aspect. The manuscripts from 
which thuy have been printed are valuable to the Anglo-Saxon scholar tor the 
illustrations tney attbrd of Anglo-Saxon orthography.

The extreme period 
which they embrace ranges from the year 1 to 14.32, although they refer more 
especially to the reigns of John, Henry III., aud Edward I. Homo of these narra- 
tives have already appeared in print, but others are printed for the first time.

This work contains a number of very curious and interesting incidents, and 
being the work of a contemporary, is very valuable, not only as a truthful 
biograph}" of a celebrated ecclesiastic, but as the work of a man, who, from per- 
sonal knoNvledge, gives notices of passing events, as well as of individuals who 
were then taking active part iu public affairs. The author, in all probability, 
was Adam Abbot of Evesham. He was domestic chaplain and private confessor 
of Bishop Hugh, and in these capacities was admitted to the closest intimacy. 
Bishop Hugh was Prior of Witham for 11 years before he became Bishop of 
Lincoln. His consecration took place on the 21si September 1186 ; he died on 
the 16th of November 1200; and was canonized in 1220.

The authorship of the Chronicle iu Vol. 1., hitherto ascribed to Geoffrey 
Vinesauf, is now more correctly ascribed to Richard, Canon of the Holy Trinity 
of London. The narrative extends from 1187 to 1199; but its chief interest 
consists in the minute and authentic narrative which it furnishes of the exploits 
of Kichard I., from his departure from England in December 1189 to his death 
iu 1199. The author states in his prologue that he was an eye-witness of much 
that he records ; and various incidental circumstances which occur in the course 
of the narrative confirm this assertion. 

The letters in Vol. H., written between 1187 and 1199, are of value as 
furnishing authentic materials for the history of the ecclesiastical condition of 
England during the reign of Richard I. They had their origin in a dispute which 
aro.se from the attempts of Baldwin and Hubert, archbishops of Canterbury to 
found a college of secular canons, a project which gave great umbrao-e to the 
monks of Canterbury, who saw m it a design to supplant them in their function 
of metropolitan chapter. These letters are printed, for the first time, from a MS . 
belonging to the archiepiscopal library at Lambeth.

This curious chronicle extends from the fabulous period of history dowu to the 
return of Edward IV. to England in the year 1471 after the second deposition of 
Henry VI. The manuscript from which the text of the work is taken is pre- 
served in the Imperial Library at Paris, and is believed to be the only complete 
and nearly contemporary copy in existence. The work, as originally bound, 
was comprised in six volumes, since rebound in morocco in 12 volumeSj folio 
maximo, vellum, and is illustrated with exquisite miuiatures, vignettes, and initial 
letters. It was written towards the end of the fifteenth century, having been 
expressly executed for Louis de Bruges, Seigneur de la Gruthu)Be and Earl of 
Winchester, from whose cabinet it passed into the library of Louis XII. at Blois.

Prefixed to the historical portion, is 
a chapter devoted to geography, in which is given a description of every known 
land. To say that the Polychronicon was written in the fourteenth century is l<> 
sav that it is not free from inaccuracies. It has, however, a value apart from its 
intrinsic merits. It enables us to form a very fair estimate of the knowledge of 
history and geography which well-informed readers of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries possessed, for it was then the standard work on general history . 

The two Eni'lish translations, which are printed with the original Latin, afford 
interesting illustrations of the gradual change of our language, for one was made 
in the fourteenth century, the other in the fifteenth. The differences hetween 
Trevisa's version and that of the unknown writer are often considerable.

It is a faithful and often minute record of the estahlisbnert 

of a religions community, of its progress in forming an ample revenue, of ils 

strug'^'eB to maintain its aco.uisitions, and of its relation.s to the governing 

institutions of the country. In addition to the private affairs of the monastery.

The 

t xt has bePTi printed from what is said to be the autograph of the original 

compiler, Thomas de Burton, the nineteenth abbot.

■written by Matthew Paris) giving fuller details, whieU has been called the 
"Historia Major." The chronicle here published, nevertheless, gives some 
information not to be found in the greater history.

The " Book of Hyde " is a compilation from much earlier sources which arc 
usually indicated with considerable care and precision. In many cases, however, 
the Hyde Chronicler appears to correct, to qualify, or to amplify — either from 
tradition or from sources of information not now discoverable — the statements, 
which, in substance, he adopts. Ho also mentions, and frequently quotes from 
writers whose works arc either entirely lost or at present known only by fragments. 

There is to be found, in the " Book of Hyde," much information relating to the 
reign of King Alfred which is not known to exist elsewhere. The volume 
contains some curious specimens of Anglo-Saxon and Mediaeval English.

There is, in this volume, a legendary account of the peopling of Ireland and of 
the adventures which befell the various heroes who are said to have been con- 
nected with Irish history. The details are, however, very meagre both for this 
period and for the time when history becomes more authentic. The plan adopted 
in the chronicle gives the appearance of an accuracy to which the earlier portions 
of the work cannot have any claim. The succession of events is mariced, ycarby 
year, from A.M. 1.599 to a. b. 1150. The principal events narrated in the later 
portion of the work arc, the invasions of foreigners, and the war^ of the Irish 
among tbeuiselves. The text has been printed from a MS. preserved iu the 
library of Trinity College, Dublin, written partly in Latin, partly in Irish.

It is probable that Pierre de Langtoft was a canon of Bridlington, in York- 
shire, and lived in the reign of Edw.ard I., and during a portion of the 
reign of Edward II. This chronicle is divided into three parts ; in the first, is 
an abridgment of Gooflrey of Monmouth's " Historia Britomim ;" in the second 
a history of the Anglo-Saxon and Norman kings, to the death of Henry HI. ; 
in the third, a history of the reign of Edward I. The principal object of the 
work was apparently to show the justice of Edward's Scottish wars. The language 
is singularly corrupt, and a curious specimen of the Erench of Yorkshire.

The work in its present form, in the editor's opinion, is a comparatively 
modern version of an undoubtedly ancient original. That it was compiled from 
contemporary materials has been proved by curious incidental evidence. It is 
stated in the account given of the battle of Clontarf that the full tide in Dublin 
Bay on the day of the battle (23 April 1014) coincided with sunrise ; and that 
the returning tide in the evening aided considerably iu the defeat of the Danes. 
The fact has been verified by astronomical calculations, and the inference is 
that the author of the chronicle, if not an eye-witness, must hare derived his in- 
formation from eye-witnesses. The contents of the work are sufBeiently 
descriijed in its title. The story is told after the manner of the Scandinavian 
Sagas, with poems and fragments of poems introduced into the prose narrative.

The earlier portion, extending from 732 to 1148, appeals 
to be a copy of a compilation made in Northumbiia about 1161, to wliich 
Hoveden added little. Prom 1148 to 1169 — a very valuable portion of tliis 
work — the matter is derived from another source, to which Hoveden appears to 
have supplied little, and not always judiciously. From 1170 to 1192 is the 
portion which corresponds with the Chronicle known under the name of 
Benedict of Peterborough (see No. 49) ; but it is not a copy, being sometimes 
an abridgment, at others a paraphrase; occasionally the two works entirely 
agree ; showing that both writers had access to the same materials, but dtalt 
with them differently. Prom 1192 to 1201 may be said to be wholly Hovedeii's 
work : it is extremely valuable, and an authority of the fii'St importance.

This important aud uniijue survey of the greater portion of England* is the 
oldest and most valuable record in the national arehives. It was eoramenced 
about the year 1084 and finished in 1086. Its compilation was determined upon 
at Gloucester by William the Conqueror, in council, iu order that he might 
know what was due to him, in the way of tax, from his subjects, and that each 
at the same time might know what he had to pay. It was compiled as much 
for their protection as for the benefit of the sovereign. The nobility and people 
had been grievously distressed at the time by the king bringing over large num- 
bers of French and Bretons, and quartering them on his subjects, " each accord- 
" ing to the mea.suie of his land," for the purpose of resisting the iuvasion of 
Cunt, King of Denmark, which was apprehended. The Commissioners appointed 
to make the survey were to inquire the name of each place ; who held it in the 
time of King Edward the Confessor ; the present possessor; how many hides 
were in the manor ; how many ploughs were in the demesne ; how many homagers; 
how many villeins ; bow many cottars ; how many serving men ; how many free 
tenants ; how many tenants in soccage ; how much wood, meadow, and pasture ; 
the number of milli, and fish ponds ; what had been added or tiikcn awaj from 
tho place ; what was the gross value in the time of Edward the Confessor ; the 
present value ; and how much each free man or soc-man had, aud whether any 
advance could be made in the value. Thus could be ascertained who held the 
estate in the time of King Edward ; who then held it; its value in the time of 
the late King ; and its value as it stood at the formation of the survey. So 
minute was the survey, that the writer of the contemporary portion of the Saxon 
Chronicle records, with some asperity — " So very narrowly he caused it to he 
" traced out, that there was not a single hide, nor one virgate of land, nor even, 
" it is shame to tell, tliough it seemed to him no shame to do, an ox, nor a cow, 
'= nor a swine was left, that was not set down." 

Domesday Survey is in two parts or volumes. The first, in folio, contains- the 
counties of Bedford, Berks, Bucks, Cambridge, Chester and Lancaster, Corn- 
wall, Derby, Devon, Dorset, Gloucester, Hants, Hereford, Herts, Huntingdon, 
Kent, Leicester and Kntland, Lincoln, Middlese.-?, Northampton, ICottingbam, 
Oxford, Salop, Somerset, Stafford, Surrey, Sussex, Warwick, Wilts, Worrestcr, 
and York. The second volume, in quarto, contains the counties of Essex, 
Korfolk, and Suffolk. 

Domesday Book was printed verbatim ct Jiteratini during the last century, in 
consequence of an address of the House of Lords to King George III. in 1767. 
It was not, however, commenced until 1773, and was completed early in 1783. 
In 1860, Her Majesty's Government, with the concurrence of the Master of the 
Bolls, determined to apply the art of photozincography to the production of a 
fac-simile of Domesday Book, under the superintendence of Colonel Sir Henry 
James, E.E., Director-General of the Ordnance Survey, Southampton. Tho 
fac-simile was completed in 1863. 

• For some rcasculeft unexplained, many parts were left unsurveyert; Nortlmmhcrlnnd, Cumber- 
land Westmoreland, and Durham, are not described in the survey ; nor does Lancashire appear imdor 
its proper name ; but Furness, aud the northern part o£ Lancashire, as well as the south of AVestmore- 
land, with a part of Cumberland, are included within the West liiding of Yorkshire. That part of 
Lancashire which lies between the Ribble and Mersey, and which atlhe time of the survey eonipi-c- 
hcnded 6S8 manors, is joined to Cheshire. Part of Rutland is described in the counties of Northann)ton 
and Lincoln.

The tirst Part extends from William the Conqueror to Henry VII., and contains 
autographs of the kings of England, as well as of many other illustrious per- 
sonages famous in history, and some interesting charters, letters patent, and 
state papers. The second Part, for the reigns of Henry VIII. and Edward Vi., 
consists principally of holograph letters and autographs of kings, prmees, states- 
men, and other persons of great historical interest, who liyed during those 
reigns. The third Part contains similar documents for the reigns of Mary and 
Elizabeth, including a signed hill of Lady Jane Grey. The fourth Part con- 
cludes the series, and comprises a number of documents taken from the originals 
belon"-ing to the Constable of the Tower of London ; also several records illus- 
trative of the Gunpowder Plot, and a woodcut containing portraits of Mary Queen 
of Scots and. Tames VI.. circulated by their adherents in England. 1 .580-3.

The Anglo-Saxon MSS. represented in this volume form the earlier portion 

of the collection of archives belonging to the Dean and Chapter of Canterbury, 

and consist of a series of 25 charters, deeds, and wills, commencing with a 

record of proceedings at the first Synodal Council of Clovestho in 742, and 

terminating with the first part of a tripartite cheirograph, whereby Thurstan 

conveyed to the Church of Canterbury laud at Wimbish in Essex, in 1049, the 

sixth year of the reign of Edward the Confessor.

at Stafford. They consist of charters and other documents granted by, or 

during the reigns of, Baldred, iEthelred, Offa, and Burgred, Kings of Mercia ; 

Uhtred of the Tluiccas, Ceadwalla and Ini of Wessex ; jEthclwulf , Eadward the

Cn\it, Henry the First, and Henry the Second. In addition to these are two 
belonging to the Marquis of Anglesey, one of them being the Foundation Charter 
of Burton Abbey by iEthelred the Second with the testament of its grcit bene- 
factor Wulfric.
